Memory selection: As for me and 
my house, we will serve the Lord.

H ie events of this lesson occurred 
during 
Paul’s 
second 
missionary 
journey when he came to Derbe and 
i Lyslr* to strengthen the churches 
already established. There among 
the disciples was the young Tim ­ 
othy, son of the devout Eunice and 
grandson of Lois. He was a promis­ 
ing young man. Since the time of 
Pnul’s first visit there, this youth 
i and the two women had become 
firm defender* of the new* faith. A 
little known family, not as famous 
j in church history as Mary, Martha, 
and Lazarus of Bethany, Eunice and 
j Lots had given Timothy his early 
( religious training and prepared him 
* to be a worthy helper of Paul. Im ­ 
agine the tears of gladness that 
came to the eye* of these two wom­ 
en when both Paul and the elders 
laid their hands on Timothy and or­ 
dained him a a a minister of the 
t gospel! 
Early Training 
Oliver Wendell Holmes once gave 
this advice about educating youth, 
I "To educate a child we must begin 
with his grandfather " In this par­ 
ticular instance the early training 
began with the grandmother Lots, 
Must of Timothy's religious educa­ 
tion was received in his home and 
because of the spiritual environ­ 
ment there, he developed rapidly 
as a young evangelist. Several times 
Paul 
praised 
Timothy 
for 
his 
knowledge of the stories and his- 
I tory of the Old Testament. "Having 
been 
reminded of the unfeigned 
faith that is in thee, which dwelt 
first in thy grandmother Lots and 
thy mother Eunice; and. I am per- 
j suaded, in thee also." 
Timothy's faith had been first 
cultivated in the home circle, His 
mother had been a devout Jewess 
before 
she 
accepted 
Christianity 
and hi* father wa* a Oreek. Very 
likely the father died when Timothy 
was quite young -Tile first responsi­ 
bility of parent* should be the rell- 
1 gious nurture 
of 
their 
children. 
| With the excuse of pressure of busi­ 
ness. pleasures, and outside interest* 
too many parents today neglect this 
duty and then expect the church to 
provide 
it. 
Paul always credited 
i Timothy’s strength and dependa­ 
bility to his early home training. 
Consecrated Helper 
The elder apostle had always been 
i attracted to Timothy but he first in­ 
quired of the brethren at Lystra 
concerning him. The reports were all 
good so Paul invited Timothy to join 
j him on his Journey. Although Paul 
did not believe In circumcision for 
the Gentiles he decided to circum­ 
cise Timothy in order not to offend 
the Jews. Timothy was a loyal and 
helpful recruit and proved a gTeat 
comfort to his leader and adviser. 
He shared Paul:’* hardships, ran 
errands and carried messages to the 
! various churches. 
Friend and Supporter 
Paul needed the comfort and love 


trusted to represent Paul. He was ! 
happy in his work realizing the im- i 
portance of the great Apostle's mis- I 
aion. In writing to the church at 
Philippi Paul said of Timothy, “As I 
a ohild serveth 
a 
father, so he J 
serveth me in furtherance of the 
gospel." But Timothy was no cow­ 
ard for he stood by his leader's side i 
in the prison at Rome. When Paul 
faced death and some of his friends 
failed him, he knew he could de­ 
pend on Timothy to comfort and 
sustain him. 
Advice to Timothy 
Paul was naturally concerned for 
the worlf he had begun for he had 
converted many and 
planted 
the 
church. He wanted to feel he had a 
successor 
in 
Timothy, 
one 
who 
would share the sam e convictions 
and give himself unreservedly to the 
cause of spreading the gospel of 
Christ. So Paul wrote two letters of 
advice and instruction to Timothy 
and these, along with the letter to 
Titus, 
are 
called 
the 
Pastoral 
Epistles. In I Timothy we find that 
Timothy had been placed in charge 
of the church at Ephesus, a re­ 
sponsible and difficult 
a ugnment 
for a young pastor He acted as an 
apostolic deputy In his advice Paul 
warned against false teacher* and 
false doctrines and instructed him 
in practical church matter*. 
When Ti moth v became discour­ 
aged Paul wrote to "take his share 
of hardness like a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ." For a tided assurance 
the prisoner said. "But abide thou In 
the things which thou hast learned 
—knowing 
of 
whom 
they 
h a t 
learned them " O ily the knowledge 
of the sacred writings would "make 
him wise unto salvation through 
faith which is In Christ Jesus " This 


faith which upheld Timothy and 
which will uphold us all was taught 
at the knn’s of our mother*.
